They tell me that chicken pis is some-
times made nowadays with only a top crust;
but ours always had a bottom crust as well
a8 a top crust, both very thick and very
tender; and I remember that I marvelled,
even in those days, how that bottom cruat
could ever get baked, with the ple all filled
with gravy, without getting soggy. But
it never did; that thick bottom crust always
came out fine and light, with only just
enough of the gravy soaked into it to make
it rich in spota.

The
game principles apply as In private busi-
ness affairs. A merchant cannot adviss
as to the cost of production or manufae-
ture of goods, or as to the actual present
financial condition, if no books of account
have been kept. This is so and even
more 8o in tha case of communities. In
some localitfes the highest mortality s
experienced from those discases which
are now known to be largely preventable
Familiarity seems to breed In this case
apathy.

It is more difficult to get A community
tn make war against some disease which,
notwithstanding its high mortality, has
been of long standing than it is to induce
the same people to take up arms agains
an uncommon disease much less danger-
ous. One mild case of smallpox in an
adjoining county will cause more alarm
than a dozen cases of malaria or typhold
fever in the inunediate community,

1f we can by officlal statistics convines
any community that it 12 an unhealthful
place in which to llve and that such fact
will be common knowledge the Inhabl.
tants will apply the remedy.  Publicity
is the most effective weapon that can ba
employed ; 1t Is A Ereater agent in any
reform than mere mandatory legislation

The committee recommends that the
association wet aside a reasonable sum
to ald In obtalning necessary laws for
the compilation, registration ana pres
ervation of vital statistics.

U. S. APPEALS RAILROAD CASE.

Several Million Dollars Involved ia
Corporation Tax Litigatien.

WasHiNnagToN, Dec, I25.—Arguments
will be heard on January 6 in the So-
preme Court of the United States in the
case of Internal Revenue Collector
McCoach against the Meinhell and
Schuylkill Haven Rallroad Company,
which involves an important question
relating to the corporation tax. Sollel-
tor-General Bullitt will appear in be-
half of the Government. The question
affects hundreds of cases Involving sev-
eral million dollars of cash,

The polint at issues is whether &
corporation that Ileasem {ts property
has to pay the Federal corporation
tax upon the rental which it receives
for its property. In the case of the
railroad company the Commissloner of
Internal Revenus has compelled the
payment of the tax, A number of de=
cislons in the Unlted States Clreult
Conrts of Appeals have been unfavor
abla to the Government's contention
and the Government appealed to the
Bupreme Court for a final determina=
tion of the question at issue.

The Meinhell and Schuylkill Haved
Rallroad Company lezsed its property
to the Reading Rallroad for 999 years
at an annual rental of $252,000. Thy
rallroad company declined to pay the
tax upon the rental it received. The
Government contends that if a core
poration does any business whataver,
no matter how amall, it {s subject to the
tax.

TO STUDY DETENTION SYSTENM,

Major C. B, Hatch of Marine Corps
Will Visit Aldershot Barracks.

WasninagToN, Dee. 26.—For the pur-
pose of making a study of the deten-
tlon system for the punishment of minnr
offenders in the British militia and nava!
gervices Major C, B. Hatch of the Ma-
rine Corps will go to FEngland next
month. He will visit among other
places Aldershot Barracks, whers the
detention system has been established,
and will alse confer with (ol G
Halnes, the originator of the system as
applied to men guilty of minor offences
against discipline, Major Hatch wtl
sall from New York on January 4

The detentlon system has been estab-
shed In the United States Marind
Corps within the year and is ta he #x*
tended to the navy. It consists chlefly
in a differentiation between prisonsrs
gullty of serlous crimes and those gnlity
only of offences against discipline. The
latter are segregated and are not #tlg-
matized with prison servies, though
obliged to perform especially rigoroud
duty in line with their regular work {0
the service,
